CABLE NEWS. 

Speaker Gnlley'a Re election Probable 
—Severe Earthquake Near the 
Caspian Sea. 

British Minister at Berlin Ill-Trini- 
dad Question Still Discussed— 
Missionaries in China. 



London, July 31. — The cabinet has do- 
oided not to opposo the re-election of Wil- 
liam C. Gully as speaker of the House of 
Commons. 

A despatoh lo tho Standard from llorlln 
says tlitt a sovore earthquako has ooourred 
at tho Russian town of Krasnovodak, on 
tho Caspian Sea, which is tho sito of tho 
most noted Russian military post and 
fortress in the Trans-Caspian region. It is 
reported that twolvo persons wero killed, 

The Daily News announces that there is 
reason to bolievo that the International Ant- 
arctic exploration, as suggested by tho In- 
ternational Geographical Congress at their 
mooting on July 29, will become an accom- 
plished fact at no distant date. The projaot 
was proposed ab the meeting of the congress 
by Dr. Murray, leador of the ChalloDgor ex- 
pedition, who supported the theory that the 
Antarotio continent is not a succession of 
volcanic islands, and that investigations in 
the Antarotio ocean oughb to be undertaken 
by tho navies of the world. The congress 
apgointed a committee to further consider 
the proieot. 

Tho Daily Telegraph's Bsrlin correspon- 
dent says that Right Hon. Sir E. B. Malot, 
British arrbassador to Germany, has re- 
signed and desires to retire from aotual 
service in October, presumably on account 
of the bad health of himself and wife, Sir 
Edward Malot came before the world of 
London in tho oharaoter of Librettist for 
the opera of " Harold," the musio of which 
waa written by F. H. Cowen. 

The financial article in the Times this 
morning, in a disoussion of tho possible con- 
sequence of an intornational bi-metallio 
agreement, says: "Not Franoe, whose 
monetary position is seoure, but America, 
would be tho first to take advantage, should 
we bo foolish enough to enter into 
such , an agreement. America , is 
tho only great country which wonld 
really gain by the agreement. She would 
try to dispose of her silver here for gold. 
Bnt the mere hint that we would enter Into 
an international bimetallic agreement would 
causo auoh a scramble for gold that it is 
very doubtful if any would be loft In the 
Bank of England by tho time the agreement 
was signed." 

The new Chilean ministry has been formed 
with Senor Rooabarren as premier as minis- 
ter of the interior, Senor Vegara as minister 
of foreign affairs, Senor Valdcs and minister 
of war, and Senor Maciver as minister of 
finance. 

The Republican and Carllata sonatom and 
deputies have addressed a protest to the 
Spanish government against the payment of 
the Mora olaim without the aanotion of the 
Cortes. Tho protest deolarea that the gov- 
ernment's precipitanoy in settling the claim 
of the United States is both unconstitution- 
al and humiliating to Spain, and that the 
oonducb of tho United States in taking ad- 
vantage of the Cuban insnrrection to press 
this claim is an exhibition of its unfriendly 
disposition. The government has decided 
to pay the Mora olaim in three Instalments. 
Its intention afterwards *i to induce the 
United States to recognize the Spanish 
claims for damages to prrperty in Florida of 
the eitizenB of this country, which was in- 
curred during the oivil war in America. 

A correspondent in Rio Janoiro telegraphs 
that indignation meetings in protest against 
the seizure of Trinidad by England continue. 
TheBo are not confined to Rio Janoiro, but 
are being hold in all parts of tho country. 
The police last night found it difficult to 
disperse tho great orowd which gatherod in 
tho public thoroughfares in Rio Janeiro. 
It is reported that among the late Gen, 
Poixoto's papers have been found doaaments 
offering Trinidad to tho United States. Tho 
lato ex-presldont, as those documents are 
seen to show, also offered Amalpa to France, 
and various lands on the Amazon to coun- 
tries who would grant no recognition to the 
rebels in tho last revolution. 

Rumors that all tho Methodist mission- 
aries in China, who wore in grave dangor 
are now saio in Shanghai, have beon re- 
ceived. They had many narrow escapes on 
their way from Changtu. 

F. Caldwell, formorly a member of par- 
liament, and ono of tho directors of the Lib 
orator Booietlos, who, with JabezS lUllour, 
also an ex-member of parliament, and others, 
was tried on the charge of conspiracy and 
fraud, was found dead in the garden of his 
residence at Bournemouth yesterday, 

NEWFOUNDLAND BANK DIRECTORS. 

Opening of (lie Preliminary IiKjnlry — Libel

St Johns, July 31.— (Speoial)— The pro- 
secution of the Union Bank directors, 
previous to their commital by the Supremo 
oourt for trial, or otherwice, began to day. 
Tho prosecution withdrow tho caso against 
Managor Pinsont who will bo one of their 
loading witnesses. Much surprise waa oc- 
casioned by the attempt this ufternoon of tho 
Telegram, Premier Whitoway's mouthpiece, 
to infiiionce public opinion in favor of Hon. 
Augustus Harvey, who was a membor of 
the Whitoway ministry until last week. It 
assorts that tho evidence will show tbab he 
is on a far different footing from the other 
directors. They propose to take stops to- 
morrow to endeavor to have it punished for 
contempt of court by comments on a caso 
sub judlco. The Telegram has also another 
Iibol Buit on its hands, Hon. A. B. Morino, 
formorly colonial secretary, sues it for 
$5,000, alleging that it insinuates that be is 
responsible for Bonding abroad messages 
damaging to the oredit of the colony.

THE INSURANCE MURDERS. 

Convict Allen Ready to. Glvo Important Teg 
tlmony on Certain Conditions— Who 
the Mascot Was. 

Little Rook, Ark., July 31.— Convict 
Allen persists in the assertion that Minnie 
Williams was alive six months ago, and is of 
the belief that she is alive now. He did not 
meet HoImeB in Arkansas and his connection 
with him was oonfinod to Fort Worth, 
Texas. He never, he says, wrote any letters 
to Holmes. He declares that the detectives 
from Chicago will not get anything for their 
troublo unless they are able to secure his re- 
lease from the penitentiary. The only place 
at which Allen ineb Holmes, he says, was at 
Fort Worth, and ho knows a groat deal 
about his crookedness in that city. "When 
the authorities come to my terms I will talk 
and not boforo. This is all that I will say 
in regard to tho case." Allen undoubtedly 
knowB tho whereabouts of Minnie WIlliam.H, 
butjthat he had anything to do with her dis- 
appearance is considered extremely doubtfui 
here. When aBked if ho would parole Allen 
and under certain conditions pardon him, 
Governor Clark Baid the conditions would 
have to bo presented and takon up in legal 
form before ho could return an answer to 
that question. The ohicf executive of Ar- 
kansas would evidently do anything reason- 
able to assist in clearing up the mystery 
surrounding Holmes, but he would have to 
bo convinced that Allen's story was not 
made for the purpose of securing a pardon 
before ho would grant even a parole. 

Chicago, July 31 —Pat. Quinlan, under 
the questioning of tho chief of polole, has 
admitted that "Masoot" was H. H. Holmes' 
confidential man in Fort Worth. "He 
engineered all the big deals for Holmes, I 
was not good enough for the fine work." 
From further questioning the police bolievo 
Hatch, A. E. Bond (through whom Minnie 
Williams' property in Fort Worth was con- 
verted to Benton T. Lyman), John C. Allen, 
A. C. Caldwell, " Mascot " who figured ab 
different times and places In this oase are 
one and the same man. Holmes lately as- 
serted that Hatoh took the Pitzel children 
to Toronto in company with Minnie Wil- 
liams, and if ho could bo found ho oould 
dear np tho mystery. The detectives 
working up the oase in the West have evi- 
dence that Hatoh oame West after his visit 
to Toronto and was caught stealing horses 
'-, Arkansas. A man oonfinod in Little 
Rock penitentiary olaims to be able to give 
the history of Holmes' deeds from first to 
last, but insists upon being pardoned first. 

Detootive Roa, Fort Worth, telegraphed 
that Allen is the much wanted " Mascot " 
and he has given up valuable information. 
By agreemonc between State Attorney Kerr, 
Mayor Swift and Chief Badonook, Attorney 
Capp, who represents the heirs of the miss- 
ing Minnie Williams, will leave for Little 
Rook to-night with credentials and author- 
ity granting him power to represent the state 
of Illinois, requesting the absolute and per- 
manent release of Allen from Arkansas peni- 
tentiary, such immunity being granted on 
oonditlon that he fasten the crime of murder 
on Holmee by unmistakable and existing 
evidenco in this oity. Within ten days, un- 
less tho present plans miscarry through some 
technicality or offioial disturbance, Allen 
will arrive in Chioago in custody of Attor- 
ney Capp. 

A dlBpatoh to a local paper from Little 
Rock, Ark., Bays Supt. McConnell said laBt 
night that conviot Allen deolined to say 
whether or not his name was Hatoh, but one 
thing is certain, he is in possession of facte 
whioh would save tho heirs of the Williams 
girls $10,000 and explain the whereabouts of 
the missing girls.

They repaired to an upper 
room, where ho shot the girl through the 
head, chest and arm. Gaulhier was arrest- 
ed and admittod that he bought a revolver 
for tho purpoBO of killing tho girl ho Intend- 
ed to marry. Gauthier is evidently insane. 
Ho is raving like a wild man in tho colls and 
says he killed the girl through jealousy. 
Ho fired four shots at the girl and was 
oaughb red-handed. The jury to day re- 
turned a verdiat of gntlty of murder.

Ceperly, Loewen, Campbell & McFarlane 
and Munn, are on their way to BritiBh 
Columbia and will visit tho Kootonay coun- 
try for tho purpoao of inveating in mining 
proporty. 

Aftor untiring work tho firemen have, 
with tho help of volunteers, sullioiontly Bub- 
dued tho bush Sroa to prevent any aorioua 
rosults for the present. 

To-day tho ii.C.B G.A. accompaniod the 
romaina of the unfortunato W. J. Carey, 
who was drowned at English Bay on Sunday 
night, to the O.P.R. station. Tho funeral 
will tako placo ac Canmoro, where tho 
father, Mr. Georgo Carey, reaideB. 

Buah fires aro responsible for moro damage 
at tho case end, ehaeka with their contents 
being destroyed thia morning.

Wondrous Possibilities of Trail 
Creek— Telliuer Statistics— A Law 
Abiding Camp. 

Some of the Bainer Locations— The 
City Possessed of All the 
Modem Facilities. 



< From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Rcseland is beyond queation the moat 
fiourishine spot in British Columbia to-day 
It is approached l>y atages from Trail oo tho 
Columbia river, on the Canadian side, and 
by Northport on the United States sido, 
and visitors are nob long residents of thiB 
new-born oamp until they are infeotod with 
tho enthusiasm of the people who have 
founded, as by magic, tho most promising 
mining oamp in the West. 

Thero is praotioally no boom in Rosaland 
real oBtate, although there has been a steady 
appreciation in its value. Purchasers in 
variably build upon their lots, and on Col 
umbia avenue the structures are such as 
would do credit to any city in the interior, 
aevoral of them being three Btoroys high 
Already the town haB a brewery, a sawmill 
and a brickyard to enumerate umong its in- 
dustries, with others in prospect. The 
proximity of Rosaland to Spokuno has had 
the eitoct of making it a cheapor oamp 
to l.ve in than any of its predecessors 
in West Kootonay. The hotels generally 
afford first-elats accommodation and their 
charges are an reasonable aa those of Vic 
toria. There is the usual complaint that 
Spokane goods and Spokane commercial 
houses receive the preference from Rosaland 
buyers, but this undoubted grievance 
will Boon be a thing ot the past, when the 
element of haste which at present is tho es- 
sence of all business, is no longer the potent 
factor it iB to-day. No little inconvenience 
is occasioned to business men through the 
absence of anything in tho nature of a bank- 
ing house. Overtures have been mado to 
the two banks doing business in the district 
and it is quite likely that either the Bank 
of^Montreal or the B*nk of Britiah Colum- 
bia or both will open an oilice in RoBBland. 

Owing to tho abaence of water and all 
means for fighting fire, insurance companies 
are forced to charge very stiff rates on fire 
polioioa. The merchants, however, are alive 
to the importance of this matter and have 
organized a waterworka company for the 
purpoae of Beouring an adequate 
water supply. Thia company haB 
secured water rightB from the Gold Com- 
missioner and already one half of the com- 
pany's stock has been subscribed. A proper 
water supply will fill a great want.as drinking 
water is at present peddled around tho town, 
and the vendorB, In some instances, are not 
averse to taking it from creeks of question- 
able purity. The merchants have the ad- 
vantage of telephonic communication with 
Kelson and other outside points, and al- 
ready an eleotrio light company is talked 
of to replace the somewhat dangerous expe- 
dient ot illuminating by the aid of coal oil 
lamps. In short, the town of RoBBland with 
its 2,600 residents is a very busy place with 
the brightest of proapeota ahead, but there 
are sufficient people there for all the work 
that is offering, and those contemplating a 
descent upon the town, had better keep out, 
unless tbey intend to play the main game- 
mining. 

The discovery of mineral at Rosaland, al- 
though now receiving outside attention for 
the first time, ia not a recent occurrence. 
Five or six years ago the district of Trail 
creek received considerable attention from 
prospectors, and several locations were 
made. The ore, however, baffled all who 
came acroBB it, being different in charaoter 
from that found in any other place. The 
entire distrlcb abounds in iron oroppings 
and the ore when discovered, in the greater 
number of instances is of a very low grade 
until a considerable depth has been at- 
tained. The ore is pyritlc, and aa the 
smelting companies -at that time had no 
method of treating it successfully the locat- 
ors attached little or no value to their 
properties, and properties whioh to-day are 
held at high values went begging for 
" grub stakes " or the amount spent upon 
them in proBpeotiDg. The discovery of a 
cheap method of treating this pyritic ore 
entirely changed the faoe of matters, and 
the properties known as the Le Roi, War 
Eigle and Joaie paasing into tho hands of 
bona fide mining mon were developed, when 
the ore body was found to greatly improve 
as depth was obtained. Some excellent 
strikes were mado shortly after thiB and a 
swarm of prospectors poured into the coun- 
try from all quarters of America, with the 
result that over 1,700 olaims havo been re- 
corded in the district, -ovor 1,200 of whioh 
have been located sinco March 21, 1895. 

The unqualified success which attended 
the opening up of the War Eagle and Lo 
Roi properties waa in a meaBure roaponsible 
for the great influx of prospectors, and, pro- 
ofing by the experience of these companies, 
the prospectors in many instances wore 
satisfied when they came across iron crop- 
ping to locato and reeord their finds. On 
many of these proper development haa Blnce 
disclosed tho ore body, and they will shortly 
Bwell the aggregate output of tho district, 
which Bomo think is destined to bo secoud 
to none in America. 

Some ideas of the possibilities of the Trail 
Creek district may bo gathered from the 
Canadian customs roturna for the fiscal year 
whioh oloaed Juno 30. Theae statistics 
woro collected at tho outports of Rosaland 
War* a, and although the poriod covered iB 
ono year, they represont tho shipments of 
lees than -six montbe, and the output of prac- 
tioally three or four mines, ono of which has 
nob yot been pub in shape for making any- 
thing like regular shipments. 

The government figures for the fiscal year 
estimate the value of oro shipped from tho 
district at $468,375 25, made up of §20,510 
ounces of gold valued at §400,200 ; 29 804 
onncee of Bllver, $21,802 30 ; and 925,093 
pounds of copper, §40,372 65. The major 
portion of this ore came from tho La Roi and 
War Eagle mines on Red Mountain. The 
oro from the former was ontored at the cus- 
toms as carrying 2 oz gold, 3 oz. silver and 
4 pur cent, copper per ton. The company 
has now an order for supplying 75,000 tonBof 
ore, and tho manogemenb is now putting ia 
new maohinory which will give a greater 
hoisting capjolty and onable the company to 
turn out 100 tons of ore per day. This will 
also necessitate the enlargement of tho shafb 
and the mine will bo rendered more eafo for 
the men. Some wondorfully high asaayB have 
recently been made from aampleB taken 
from the west drift of tho 350 fool levol, ono 
running as high as 244 oz per ton. 

The War Eagle oro waa entered in the 
oustoms aa carrying 2 2 oz. in gold, 5 oz 
silver and 5 per oont coppor. This property 
is worked from a series of tunnela and ship- 
Bsonts are steadily increasing. Lasb week 
the shipments amounted to 386 tons, the 
value of whioh was computed at $19,457 19. 
The Joaie mine ia making steady though 
smaller shipments. This ore is of some- 
what lower grade than either of tho former, 
averaging 1 j oz. gold, 5 oz silver, and from

2 to -4 per cent, copper. The other properties 
.vlii'.ib. have made trial shipments are the 
CMff. which so far haa averaged obout 
$22 50 per ton in gold, silver and copper, 
tho O.K. and the I.X.L. The O K. ia a 
free milling property, and two small ship- 
ments made from it in April gave a return 
somewhat over five oz. or $100 per ton 
The I.X.L. carries 4 oz. gold, 5 oz. silver 
and 2 per cent, coppor. 

The indications are that fully half a 
dozen new companies will commotes ship- 
ping very shortly. Probably tho first of 
these will bo tho Nickel Plate. Negoti- 
ations for the transfor of this property have 
been pending for somo time, and it ia un- 
derstood in Rosaland that they have been 
carried through and thab work will bo re- 
commenced at onco. A shipment of twelve 
tons was made from thia property in May 
which gave 3 cz. in gold, J oz in Bilver and 
1 per cent, coppor. The Crown Point is oIbo 
lookod upon aa an early shipper. An opon 
out was recently made into tho hill on this 
properly disclosing a largo body of oro. A 
shaft ia now being Bunk on the property and 
a wagon road ia under construction. 

On tho Columbia work is still progressing 
with satisfactory reaulta. Arrangements 
have been made for putting in an air com- 
pressor drill plant. This company has re- 
cently purchased two adjoining olaims, the 
Mascot and Mascot Fraction, paying $8,000 
in cash. They were undeveloped properties, 
but will be of service in developing the 
Columbia itaelf 

On the Kootenay a fine body of strong 
clean high grade ore is shown. Tho tunnel 
which has been, run in to tap this vein is 
now thought to be within a few feet of it, 
bo that shipments from this property may 
bo expected at an early date. The Iron 
Horse, Enterprise, and North Star may also 
be heard from in thiB respect withiu tho 
month. 

A trail of H miles iB being cut through to 
the R. E. Lee as a preliminary to shipments 
from this proporty. OntheMaidof Erin, solid 
ore haB recently been struck in tho tunnel. 
Where it camo cropping up through the 
iron capping rhe ore assayed from $12 to $13 
per ton Ic is the opinion that tho ore will 
run higher us deptn iB obtained. There are 
sufficient properties proven in the vioinity 
of RoBsland to ensue a wondorful growth, 
leaving out of tho question scores of promis- 
ing prospects, hence thero is practically no 
limit to the anticipations of the people of 
this thriving town. 

With respect to law and order as in many 
other things Rossland ia a wonderful town. 
Recorded Kirkup has no difficulty whatever 
in koeping order. There was one serious 
row when the oamp was first started, with 
the result thab Rosaland cemetery got ita 
first start and another of its citizens went 
" over the road " for ten years. Tho'een- 
tence of the court waB very severe as the 
assault upon the prisoner was none of Mb 
own seeking ; bub it has had a moat salutary 
effect upon the rough element of tho oamp. 
There is praotioally no gambling in the oamp 
and very little drunkenness. Undesirable 
characters are started on the trail out of 
town. An intimation from Recorder Kirk- 
up that the walking ia good lo generally 
sufficient to induce them to hib the trail. 
They have little ceremony about their going 
and — they never oome back. 

A PRACTICAL VIEW. 

To the Editor : — The idle dreamer who 
writes over the signature of "Englishman " 
in your issue of this morning attempts to 
lull the workingmen of this province to Bleep 
by a false presentment of the effect which 
the result of tho English elections will have 
on the toiling masses of the English people. 

If the rejeotion by tho "proletariat" of 
its own obosen champions in favor of aristo- 
crats and monopolists be the result of wis- 
dom and knowledge, it Is surely evident 
that these two great factors in human 
affairs are in thia instance at least 
closely related to dishonor.

It may suit the purposo of 
academic impossibilities to denounco every 
labor candidate as a demagogue and to 
place a wrong construction on the 
late eventful issue in England, but 
it behooves workingmen to stand by their 
principles and, above all, to beware of the 
insidious attempts whioh aro constantly be- 
ing made to turn to political account the 
differences which munb always ariae end ox- 
ist bobween tho employer and employed. It 
is woll to be eiutious with the so-called 
statesman and firmly to adhoro to tho prac- 
tical surroundingB of tho great problems 
connootod with labor and capital. Tho re- 
sult in England 1b not only disappointing 
but disastrous, ami in tho iotoreat of rich 
and poor alike i c oonBequoncoa should be 
confined within the narrowest possible lim- 
its.

THE IMPERIAL GO VERNMENT. 

It Is not altogether without reason that 
that thrre ia talk about nopotiam In connec 
tioD with tha now British Government. The 
number of its members who aro related to 
the Premier and to oaoh other ia rather anr 
prising. Aa they are all men distinguished 
by their ability a Btudy of the personnel of 
the Imperial Government must oonvinoe the 
most sceptical that talent doea run in fam. 
ilios. Thia ia what the Westminster Ga 
zoito, which is no doubt well-informed on 
the subjeot, Bays : 

The number of near relations by blood or 
marriage in the new administration la inter 
eating. We have a father and aon, Mr. 
Charaboriain and Mr. Auatcn Chamberlain; a 
father-in-law and son-in-law, Lord Salisbury 
and Lord Selborne; two brothers, Messrs. 
Arthur and Gorald Balfour; an nnole and 
two nephewa, Lord Salisbury and the 
Messrs. Balfour; and two brothers-in-law, 
Lord George Hamilton and Lord Lansdowno. 
It is very generally stated that in the event 
of the new Government having a majority 
at tha general election Mr. W. J. Lowther 
will be nominated for the post of Chairman 
of Committees. This will again introduce 
to office another near rotation of Cabinet 
Ministers. Mr. Lowthor is a nephew by 
marriage of Lord Salisbury, and a drab cou- 
sin of the new Homo Secretary, Sir Mat- 
thew! White Ridloy, The Cabinet, whioh 
numbers nineteen members, is the largest of 
the century. Tho average age ia fifty-eight, 
while Mr. Gladstone's was fifty sii and 
Lord Roaobery'e fifty-four. There are nine 
graduatoo of Oxford, three of Cambridge, 
and one of Dublin, while in Mr. Gladstone'a 
there were eight Oxford men and six from 
Cambridge. 



apeed 0: the Japanese oruisers would give 
them a great advantage, and prevent Russia 
from forcing a pltohed naval battle! The 
guns atrainod during the recent fight are 
being replaced, and the boilers cleaned and 
overhauled. In another month Japan will 
be ready for her formidable foe. Clearly we^ 
are only at the beginning of thingB in the 
far East. 

We, on this Pacific Coast, are not alto- 
gether unintorestod in what muy tuko placo 
on tho other eida of tho Ocean in tho not 
distant future If Groat Britain bsoame in 
any way implicated in tho struggle between 
Russia and Japan, tho contest might alfeot 
us more closely than wo at present can have 
any idoa of. 

A QUEER BOYCOTT. 

It was in Iroland, wo think, that a num- 
ber of patriots mot and resolved to break a 
bank that for eomo roaaon or other had be- 
oomo obnoxious to thorn by burning its 
notes. Grand Master Sovereign has not re- 
sorted to this plan to ruin the National 
banks of tho United States, but ho has 
adopted ono which, it is safe to say, will 
not be much more effective. Ho haa de- 
clared a boycott against the notes of thoBe 
banks. Thoao notes aro in every part of 
tho Union considered good money. A hun- 
dred cents on the dollar can bo obtainod for 
every ono of them. Peoplo gonorally, not 
only take them in thoir ordinary buainosB 
but aro glad to get them. To dealare a boy- 
oott against money of this kind, 
and that boars this charactor, every- 
ono but a hopoloaa monoy orank must 
boo, cannot but turn out a moat ineffectual 
proceeding. Grand Master Sovereign ought 
to have known that throughout tho longth 
and breadth of tho United StateB thoro le 
not ono man in a thousand who oould be ex- 
peetod to pay tho slightest, attention to hla 
boycotting inundate. If the nine hundred 
and ninety-nine mon who handle money in 
tho States would gladly take National Bank 
notea, what effeot would the refusal of the 
thousandth man have on the circulation of 
thoao notes or on tho condition of tho nation- 
al bankB ? Thoro is, in spite of all that the 
croakers aay, plenty of money of many 
kinds in tho United States. Thoro is about 
ono thousand five hundred millions dollars 
of it in notes of one kind and another 
and in gold and silver ooin. Thoro are, it 
teama, two hundred millions of National 
Bank notea in Circulation. So that If a few 
thouBands of workmen here and there paid 
any attention to Sovereign's decree they 
could eaBily be paid in other klnda of money 
than National Bank notea without anyono 
being aubjectod to the slightest inconveni- 
ence. What could have possessed Sove- 
reign, who is far from boing a fool, to issue 
such an order muet be a puzzle to moat men 
of intelligence. The Grand Maater muet 
have the ourrenoy boe in his bonnet, and 
thoro is no answering for what any man may 
do who allows that troubloBorne insect to 
keep on buzzing anywhere about his head.

THE INDIAN OUTBREAK. 

A good deal haa appeared in the Amorican 
newspapers about au Indian outbreak in 
Wyoming. From all that we oin learn the 
unpleasantness is not very aerioua. Thia 
being tho dull aeaaon and news boirg moro 
than ordinarily aoaroe, the news caterers of 
tho Weab have mado tho moat of thia Indian 
difficulty. But thoy have not succeeded in 
oreating u panic. It. is well known that tho 
Indiana of tha Weet have not only decreased 
very conaiderably in numbers hut they have 
lost their lighting spirit and their fighting 
ability. They have been kept well in hand 
for tho last fiftoon ycarB or ao, and a gener- 
ation has grown to manhood without being 
even once on the war path. The Indians of 
the Wost appear to bo in a transition state. 
They have not yet wholly lout thoir old 
habits, and they are very far from being 
completely oivllized. They live a half idle 
life, cultivating tho land a little and hunting 
a little and looking to tho government for aid 
in times of scarcity. Tho following account 
of tho disturbance, taken from the Seattle 
PoBt-Intelligencer, shows that it ia very far 
from boing formidablo. The Post saya : 

So far oa can bo learned tho preaont 
trouble in Wyoming arises from the practice 
of tho Indians of slipping out from tho res- 
ervations in order to kill gamo. There have 
boon complaints for yoars of their slaughter- 
ing game in large quantities merely for tho 
aport in it, and in violation of atato and ter- 
ritorial laws, Tho Indiana havo in many 
inatanoeB a right by treaty to kill. gama out- 
side of tho reservation, but tho interior de- 
partment has hold that such killing ehall bo 
solely for tho purpoBe of obtaining food. 
When, therefore, tho Indiana go out on 
wholesale game exterminating expeditions, 
it la natural that the white aettlorB, 
who havo no auch license, should find fault 
and attempt thomaolves to pub a stop to 
praotiooB whioh the government Beema to 
havo boon unable to entirely root out. 
This appeara to have boon tho atatua of of- 
fuirB In Wyoming. Tho aottlora have killed 
a few Indiana whom they found killing in- 
discriminately, and fearing retaliation have 
called upon tho government to return roving 
Indiana to the reservation and prevent any 
atrocities. 

Without doubt this can be easily done. 
It 10 roported that a few from thB Shoahone 
reservation and a number of Utea havo 
hastened to tho aceno of tho disturbance, 
but altogether the banda must ho small and 
can easily be held in oheok. For a number 
of yeara tho agents havo been Instructed to 
keep a olose watch on tho indiane, bo that 
thoy might not get into trouble through 
their fondness for hunting, and these in- 
structions have been invariably observed. 
Thero can bo but few Indians out and one 
or two troops of cavalry will no doubt re- 
turn them to their homea and reatore poace 
without any great amount of bloodshed and 
with little or no loss to tho white aettlers.

A COMING STRUGGLE. 

If we are to believe what an intelligent 
observer writes wo will be obliged to con- 
clude that Japan ia in a atato of unroat and 
that it will not remain long In ita present 
peaceful condition. As may bo readily 
imagined, the Japanese do not regard Rus- 
sia with very friendly feelings. The Gov- 
ernment of that country interfered unwar- 
rantably, aa thoy believe, in thoir poace 
negotiations with China. They wore at the 
dictation of RuaBia compelled to forego ad- 
vantagea which they had fairly gained in 
tho war with China. They did not at the 
time feel able to resist tho influenoe exer- 
cised by Russia, but ainoo they have 
had time to reflect they aeom to have 
regretted their want of firmness in 
insisting on their demands, They see that 
Russia, although ao largo and powerful a 
nation, Is nob more than a matoh for them 
on the Pacific Coast, and thoy may havo 
conoludod that if ever they intend to rosiat 
Russian encroaohmont it mint bo bofore th 
great continental railway now in coutbo of 
construction is completed. They think 
that thoy aro now moro than a match for 
Russia, both on land and aoa, but it la moro 
than likely that thoy see that tho condltlona 
will bo greatly changed whon that road is 
finished and Rusaia oan pour into Koroa 
and Kaatern Siberia as many troope and as 
muoh matorial as it may require to oarry on 
a war with either Japan or China. The 
correspondent of the Lo.idon Daily INowa 
writing from Yokohama on Juno 7 aaya : 

Everyone feela that tho psnco ia only a 
lull In a otorm which will proaontly rage all 
tho moro furiously. Russia la now the ob- 
jecb of Japanese hatred, and little attempt 
ia mado to conceal tha fact. Againsb Rusaia, 
Germany and Franco, oven the greatoat 
jingo admita Japan is helpless. But it in 
quito otherwise with Russia single-handed. 
All ranks and clasaoa aro confident they can 
punish Ruesla. Russia is inviting attack. 
Hor ships movo about prepared for action, 
with all possible woodwork removed, and 
the hulls painted sea groon. Thia la exasper- 
ating ; but tho bitterest blow is tho nows 
that in Corea Russian Intrigue has com- 
pletely foiled Japan. Tho Japanese agent 
alroady finds himself a cipher, and la com- 
ing homo. The Japanese, however, will 
not resign Corea without a fight. If 
Ruaala actually occuploa tho ponlnsula, 
hostilities will begin. As tho troops re- 
turn from tho Liaotung Peninsula they 
aro being hurriedly Bont north, ready Bhould 
war result, to bo landed in Corea. It would 
ba no child's play for Rusaia. In 
ironclads aho in superior, but tho greater

Thero ia a sontence in tho speeoh of Mr. 
Biker, of Misaisquoi, which is woll worth 
remembering. It is this one : " In my 
opinion tho men are not tho friends of Can- 
ada or of Canadian institutions, they aro 
not the friends of true religion or of sound 
progross, who would seek to make political 
copital by stirring up religioua diaoord and 
kindling a religiouB war." 

Yet this is exactly what many of the 
loading men of tho Oppoaitlon have been 
doing. Many of them do nob care throe 
straws about eduoatlon in Manitoba. 
Whether it is religioua or secular is a mat- 
ter of perfect indifferonco to them. But 
thoy see In tho agitation of tho Manitoba 
school question an opportunity to embarraBs 
and perhopa defoat tho Government. They 
therefore do their utmost to increase tho ex- 
tant and tho bittorneaa of that agitation, 
and in order to effect their purpose they do 
nobacruplo to appoal to religious (so-called) 
prejudices and antipathies. Though not in 
oarnoat themselves— exoept to advance, aa 
they consider, the iutorests of their party — 
thoy do nob heaibate to iclhme tho zsal of 
earnest men by arguments and incitements 
which thoy know full well if liatonod to 
and acted upon cannot fail to engondor 
bad feeling and to promote diasonsion with- 
out boing productive of tho slightest good. 
But It matters nothing to thorn what mis- 
chief they make provided thoy succeed in 
advancing their party intoroatB. Hut these 
politicians era aB short-sighted as thoy aro 
unprincipled and mischievous. If thoy had 
tho smallest amount of political sagaoity 
thoy would aoe that no party can advanco 
Its lutoreata by provoking and maintaining 
denominational strife. Denominations in 
this Dominion are ao proportioned that the 
refloating and fair-minded mon, whom tho 
sowers of strife cannot influence, hold tho 
balanoo, so that in tho long run tho counsels 
of fairness and moderation will bo euro to 
provail and the extremists, to their bitter 
disappointment, will bo "left." 

ANOTHER STEP. 

It la oncouraging to learn that Now Zoa 
land han deoided to subsidize tho Huddart 
lino of Bteamahipa. A subsidy of 8100,000 
a year will onablo tho company to make 
their etoamships moro comfortablo and moro 
attractive Placing Auckland on tho route 
will make it nooossary to add anothor Btoum. 
ship to tho line and will, wo truBt, add 
materially to ita buainoaa. We have no 
doubt that in a abort time, when tho fast 
Atlantic line is in operation, as it no doubt 
wilr bo before long, the Canadian 
routo will bo tho favorlto ono be- 
tween Kuropo and Australasia. Whon

BEAUTIFUL HOME. 

Tlio Old Woman — Wedding CuHtoniH Ito- 
form— A Kiddle uf Twin Sisters— .Hiss 
Emily Faithfull— The Procress of Suf- 
frage— Lady Somerset's Address. 

I was absorbed in looking iit tho grace- 
fully shaped chairs and couches, tho 
lovely carpets, tho tapestry ou tho walls 
and all tho countless objects of interest 
which filled tho spacious apartment, 
when suddenly, without a moment's 
warning from either official or attend- 
ant, the empress, accompanied by hor 
lady in waiting, approached. Hor maj- 
esty was attired in a well fitting plain 
black dress, tho material of which I 
could not quite determine, and a becom- 
ing garden hat of tho same dark hue. I 
noticed that save for earrings of smoked 
pearls she was without any ornament of 
jewelry, though I subsequently learned 
that when en grande tenuo her display 
of precious stones is something wonder- 
ful. I confess I should hardly have rec-

ognized our former princess royal from 
tho portraits of her usually seen in Lon- 
don, for sho looked so much younger 
than they represent her. No sooner did 
she begin to convorso than I wax struck 
by a certain likeness to tho Prince of 
Wales, especially about the eyes, when 
she smiled. Tho empress' maimer is 
charming. Ono inst;uitly feels at ease in 
hor presonco, and her keen appreciation 
and quick understanding of all that she 
hears are instantly apparent in the va- 
rying and sympathetic toues of her 
pleasant voice. 

At tho termination of my interview I 
was permitted to see something of tho 
castle heforo I left. Tho tiuely propor- 
tioned dining room particularly impress- 
ed mo, -with its splendid mantelpiece, 
over which was a bust of tho late em- 
peror, and tho music gallery at tho end 
of tho room. Tho table happened to bo 
laid ready for tho luncheon, and I had 
time to notico that its decorations — 
chiofiy masses of roses in silver bowls — 
looked exquisite. Thence I was taken 
inJo a largo apartment, in which wero 
glass cases all round tho walls, filled 
with every kind of antique object of art 
in metal, wood, ivory and china, such 
as ono sees at South Kensington. 

Tho great drawing room pleased mo 
immensely — lighted by lofty windows 
overlooking the terrace. Green tapestry 
covered tho walls. The furnitnro was 
superb— chairs, sofas, tables, etc., of, I 
think, the Louis XV period, being ar- 
ranged in groups, all in strict, harmony 
with tho architecture of the salon, whilo 
tho fine center carpet of a predominant 
red color set off the upholstery to per- 
fection. I simply walked through the 
spacious library, but could have spent a 
week there iu closely examining pic- 
tures, medals, coins, rare engravings 
and her majesty's selected collection of 
well read books. I was then allowed 
just to peep into tho private rooms up 
stairs — tho guest chambers-^-where I saw 
that no two chairs seemed to bo exactly 
the same, either in shape or color. Her 
imperial majesty's boudoir and bedroom 
en suite looked south and commanded 
lovely views of the distant mountains. 

In the nursery garden I had just time 
to glance at the hothouses, where a fine 
display of begonias and roses delighted 
me, and a spe^ip.l house where most 
templing looking peaches wero flourish- 
ing. — St. Jaines Budget. 

Tho Old Woman. 

We are surprised that a reverend bish- 
op of the Episcopal church, the Rev. Dr. 
Cleveland L'oxe, should speak of "the 
new woman" as if she wero an actual 
creature of this day, deserving of spe- 
cial discussion, and, according to the 
bishop, of particular condemnation.

Undoubtedly at this time 
of modern progress women ride on bicy- 
cles, and perhaps not always gracefully, 
but the exercise is useful to them. Very 
likely, they would present a better ap- 
pearance to the onlooker if they wero 
less regardful of mere deportment, but 
a* to that matter we shall not venture 
to offer suggestions. Wo do not mean to 
imply oven any criticism, though pos- 
sibly we might hint that young women 
astride of a vehicle liko tho bicycle, 
traveling along open country roads, 
should bo appareled iu tho costumo of 
horsewomen, or in some array construct- 
ed according to its general principles, 
especially the trousers. 

Even as it is, wo are not disposed to 
bo captious. These young women aro 
better informed than wo as to tho proper 
requirements of a fomiuino garb. Yet 
it occurs to us that tho usual flowing 
robes, bo admirable in public places, 
might properly assume 0tJ*e^ f ashioua 



than those deemed suitable for them un- 
der the usual circumstances.

Wedding Customs Reform. 

A writer in an English magazine calls 
attention to "Some Objectionable, Wed- 
ding Customs," singling out four for 
special condemnation. The first is 
throwing the slipper after the carriage 
of the bride and groom, which is do 
Glared to possess neither the virtue of 
symbolism nor antiquity. It is supposed 
to have been derived from :i German 
custom of the brido throwing hor own 
shoe back to the assembled guests, but 
no ono can say what that awkward per- 
formance signified. 

The second practice with which "An 
Old Lady" finds fault is tho scatterin 
of rice, which she declares to bo " 
silly, unmeaning, disagreeable and dirty 
practice, less than f>0 years old. ' ' The 
argument that uncooked rice contains 
many microbes and is therefore particu- 
larly unsuitable to shower upon a bride 
and groom ought to have weight. The 
third protest is against boy pages, and 
tho fourth against the aggravation of the 
offense by dressing them in theatrical 
costumes. 

As a substitute for these comparative- 
ly modern and questionable features of 
the wedding festivities tho suggestion 
is made that flowers should always be 
strewn in the path of the bride, and that 
slips of rosemary should be given to 
husband and wife as they leave the 
church. The significance of this old cus- 
tom is that rosemary was used at funer- 
als as well as at weddings, and tho idea 
of presenting it to tho newly married 
was that they should live together until 
ono should lay rosemary upon the coffin 
of tho other. Iu somo parts of England 
in tho middle ages the bride was crown- 
ed with a wreath of wheat. As this 
grain is everywhere tho symbol of pros- 
perity there would seem to be a poetical 
fitness in such a garland. 



A Riddle of Twin Sisters. 

Lily and Rose Hohfeld aro twins. 
They were side by side at tho head of 
tho graduating class of tho girls' high 
school. Equal in mental power, they are 
so liko in face, feature aud person that 
it keeps their father and their teachers 
forever guessing which is which. Their 
teachers long ago gave up tho riddlo 
and now address them as "Lily or Rose, 
whichever you are." Their father even 
is often puzzled to distinguish the girls 
one from tho other. If ho addresses ono 
of them by name, aud sho declines to 
inswer, ho knows lie has made a mis- 
take, aud tho girls sometimes amnso 
themselves with tho puzzle. 

Tho girls were born iu Oakland a lit- 
tle over 18 years ago and now live witli 
their parents at 1411 Bartlett street. 
Mrs. Hohfeld, who is a very handsome 
woman, in speaking of her daughters, 
said that when they wero attending tho 
grammar school ono of their teachers 
sent her a noto with tho request that 
sho tio their hair with different colored 
ribbons in order to mako their identity 
a little less perplexing. 

Mr. Brooks, principal of the girls' 
high school, stated that, never before in 
his long experience as a teacher had he 
mot with a case like tho Hohfeld sisters. 
It is most unusual to find twins so men- 
tally and physically equal. As a general 
rale, one or tho other is delicate or dis- 
inclined to study. Mr. Brooks said there 
was only a fraction < >f 1 per cent differ- 
ence in their records, and he spoke iu 
most complimentary terms of their de- 
portment, as well as their scholarship. — 
San Francisco Examiner. 

M*ss Emily Faitlifall. 

The death of Miss Emily Faithfull is 
a serious loss to the world at large, as 
well as to the world of women workers, 
of which she. was so earnest and success- 
ful a member. Not. the least striking uf 
her characteristics was her versatility. 
She was philanthropist, journalist, au- 
thor, lecturer and thinker, and all witli 
equal success. Her especial philanthrop- 
ic interest was the extension of the field 
of labor for women. In 1800 she set up 
a printing establishment, in which all 
the compositors were women. Three 
years later she began the publication of 
a monthly organ called Tho Victoria 
Magazine, in which she set forth the 
claims of women to remunerative em- 
ployment. This jonrnal enjoyed an 18 
years' existence, during which time its 
columns were chiefly filled with produc- 
tions from the pen of its founder and 
editor. 

Miss Faithfull's first essay in fiction 
was a novel entitled "Change Upon 
Change," which met with immediate 
favor. She next returned to the lecture 
field, appearing in the leading literary 
and philantliropic institutions in Eng- 
land, and later, in ]hvl, in America. 
After her third tour in the United 
States, 1882-3, sho published a book en- 
titled "Three Visits to America, " which 
dealt, particularly with the condition of 
woman and woman's work on this side 
of the Atlantic. Miss Faithfull was a 
constant contributor to various period- 
icals. Her likeness shows her to have 
been not beautiful, but her features pos- 
sessed the same strong and noblo char- 
acteristics that marked her soul. — Ex- 
change. 

The Progress of Suffrage. 
' ' How little we dreamed, ' ' said Henry 
IJ. Blackwell, in an address on the prog- 
ress of .suffrage, "when the first suffrage 
convention was held in New England in 
1H(IS that a quarter of a century would 
elapse before a singlo New England 
state would recognize tho political equal- 
ity of her sons and daughters, and that 
a majority of all tho bravo ancestors of 
tho cause would have passed away be- 
fore this reform would have been accom- 
plished. Since then tho colleges, the pro- 
fessions and tho industries of New Eng- 



land have been opened to women. In 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu- 
setts and Connecticut wc havo secured 
for women the right to vote in school 
elections. In 1870, when our association 
made a campaign in Vermont, eloquent 
speeches wore made by Lloyd Garrison, 
Lucy Stone, Julia Ward Howe and Mary 
A. Livermore, yet we obtained only two 
votes iu the following constitutional con- 
vent ion. 

"Since then wo havo secured majori- 
ties in the popular branches of the legis- 
latures of Vermont, Rhode Island, Maino 
and Massachusetts. Our ranks havo been 
thinned by death, but we havo never 
had a deserter. Our comrades havo fad- 
ed from sight, but wo aro herewith our 
children and our children's children, 
without a wound in our faith, without 
a break in our hope, aud stronger than 
when we began. ' ' 



Latty Somerset's Address. 

Lady Henry Somerset, in her presi- 
dential address at tho nineteenth annual 
meeting of the British Women's Tem- 
perance association in London Juno 11, 
said: "The enfranchisement of women 
has now become a part of tho solid rock 
under our feet. There is no speech nor 
language in which the voice is not heard 
of this great controversy. Its gains have 
never been more marked than in the 
past two years. The women of Now 
Zealand have the full rights of voters, 
the women in the great state of Colora- 
do have the same, and in both conntrien 
it has been exercised by numbers equal 
in proportion to tho number of men who 
have voted, and with the strong tendon 
cy toward home protection anil the de- 
struction <it' that which disintegrates tho 
home that lias always been predicted by 
its advocates. 

"The executive committee of t he Brit- 
ish Women's Temperance association 
recommends the establishment of a de- 
partment for the enfranchisement of 
women, with a superintendent at its 
head. In earlier years we had not reach- 
ed this vantage ground. Our progress 
has been slow, but sure. Tho women of 
England will no doubt be enfranchised 
within the next ion years. Blessed aro 
they who shall have a part in this great 
triumph of the forces of God iu govern- 
ment !" 



Her Fishing Feats. 
"Miss Fly Rod" is the fetching name 
by which Miss Cordelia Crosby of Maine 
is known. She is the pride and boast of 
the Rangeley lake region, where hor 
fishing feats have wnn for her her quaint 
pseudonym. She began life in a quiet 
enough way as postmistress, but tho 
physicians mid her that she would not 
live long unless she took to tho open air. 
Now there is not a camp in the whole 
Rangeley district where she, her rod and 
her gun are not known and welcome. 
Her sporting attire is modest aud sensi- 
ble, consisting of a loose waist, a plain 
skirt, which reaches her ankles, a short 
underskirt and tights.

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A WOMAN'S TACT. 

It Muat Iio Carefully Imeel In Getting a 
Hcmsi, Party ToRoth^r. 

Utmost tact is needed to bring the 
right kind of people tu^i'ther in a house 
party. They must either be mutual 
frieudii or strangers that are sure of be- 
ing congenial — not the same kind of 
people certainly. Every one would ho 
dreadfully bored. But well selected com- 
plements will .surely bring out tho best 
in every one. 

There is no need of having an equal 
number of men and women. That 
smacks too much of intentional pairing 
off. There should be a few young peo- 
ple for gayety, a number of bright men 
and women for spice, aad a sympathetic 
Boul, witli young blood in her veins yet, 
to help the hostess in her wide reaching 
duties of chaperon. 

Invitations should be sent out five or 
six weeks in advance, the length of the 
stay fixed at a week or at ten days, the 
day of arrival and departure stated defi- 
nitely. With the invitation ono sends a 
time table, with the most convenient 
train for arriving marked. 

The hostess writes a cordial note to 
tho women, including their husbands, 
to a father and daughter, to a brother 
and sister, as well as to a woman who 
is to cimie alone. Tho host writes to in- 
vite the single men. Engraved cards and 
the third person are never used. Invita- 
tions to "come on and see us any time," 
or to "run down for a few days, " are 
simply kindly ways of expressing friend- 
ship ami- the pleasure of a visit, would 
one over be arranged. If more than this 
is meant, a note giving a defiuito time 
will be forthcoming. 

An invitation to a house party should 
be answered within two or three days, 
as the hostess sends out all her notes at 
the same timo and is of course anxious 
to fill any gaps before people have made 
summer plans. If a guest can eomo for 
only a part of tho ten days, sho allows 
the hostess to say sho will bo glad to 
have her that short time, or to postpono 
the visit to a week or two later, so that 
that particular party may not bo broken 
up in the middle. 

It is now not considered a slight, how- 
ever. On the contrary, it is a compli- 
ment to ask a friend to fill a gap in a 
party or even at a dinner tablo at the 
eleventh hour. On tho other side, it is 
a charmingly given help at a critical 
moment, which u hostess never forgets. 
So, then, a guest may coino for tho first 
fivo days and another for tho last if so 
tho hostess wills it. 

Tho invitations include a list of tho 
people who aro invited and a hint at 
tho nature of tho party, so that a guest 
may know what clothes to bring, and 
whether golf o. bathing suits or riding 
habits or all will bo in demand. 

One should not refuse an invitation to 
a house party simply hecauso ho feels 
that he cannot return tho hospitality on 
a like exteusivo scale. A host does not 
expect to be paid in kind. Ho invites a 
man because of his brains, his clever 
tongue or his usefulness. He helps make, 
tho parry a success, and a dinner tho 
next winter settles tho affair, as far as 
dutv is concerned. — Boston Horald. 



Thf IliToIno of Manipnr, 

Mrs. F. .St. Clair Grimwood, tho 
heroine of the siego of Manipur, has 
just married Mr. Miller, a paper manu- 
facturer. Her husband was the resident 
in 1801, when tho residency and its gar- 
rison of 4f>0 men wero attacked by 8,000 
natives. After her husband was killed 
Mrs. Grimwood led tho defense, cheer- 
ing the men and .herself caking part in 
the fighting. When the place became 
untenable, she and tho remnant of the 
garrison fled for ten days through the 
jungle, exposed to a continuous lire from 
their pursuers. Mrs. Grimwood shared 
all the men's privations, kept up every 
one's courage and devoted herself to tho 
sick when there was no lighting to he 
done. When their ammunition was al- 
most gone, and Mrs. Grimwood had ar- 
ranged with the colonel in command to 
save one bullet for her rather than let her 
fall into tho hands of tho enemy a body 
of troops dispatched to the rescue ap- 
peared in sight and carried Mrs. Grim- 
wood and the few survivors in triumph 
to the nearest city. Quoeu Victoria gave 
Mrs. Grimwood the Victoria wreath, a 
grant of £1.000 and an annuity of £140 
a year.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

Dead Body of the Mate of the McNear Found 
on Board— Violation of Health Regu- 
lations. 

Capb. Peterson of tho bark McNoar, 
whioh arrived at Departure Bay from San 
Francisco on Tuesday night makes the fol- 
lowing statement regarding tho finding on 
board of the dead body of tho mato ou the 
voyage up. " At 7 a.m., on July 9ch, in 
San Frsnoiaco harbor, Thomas Whitmore, a 
native of Now York, aged 47 years, reported 
for duty us first officor of the bark McNeor. 
Ab the time he was slightly under the in- 
fluence of liquor. When dinner was ready 
ab noon Captain Petersen sent tho aubin boy 
to toll tho mute to como to dinner, but the 
mato excused himBelf Buying that ho was un- 
well. About 1 p. m,, tho tug camo alongside 
to tow the bark to eoa, bub tho mato could 
not be found. Search was. instituted 
throughout the ship and not finding the 
officer, tho captain decided ho hud done us 
hundreds had done before, gono ashore and 
did not intend to muko the trip. Another 
mato was shipped and at 2 p.m. tho bark 
wub towed out of the harbor. Tho trip 
proved uneventful until fifteen days out 
(July 24) wnen the fearfully decomposed 
body ot Thomas Whitmcro was found in the 
lower hold. It was impossible to mako an 
examination to ascertain tho cause of death, 
and the bedy was ab once committed to the 
deep. Beforo leaving San Francisco Cap. 
tain Peterson searched tho mate's cabin, 
(sending his clothes aBhore) and found an 
empty whiskoy bottle. Ib is diffioult to say 
whether tho deceased fell down the open 
hatch, or in his drunken abate went down 
into tho hold to sleep off tho effects of the 
liquor he hid drunk. Captain Petersen will 
make hla official report to the proper author- 
ities." 

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS VIOLATED. 

The Chilean bark Elisa, whioh will prob- 
ably load lumber at Moodyville, has arrived 
at Port TownBend from Antofogasta, Chili. 
Sho arrived in that port without a United 
States consular bill of hoalth. Tho penalty 
imposed for similar offences was $5,000 in 
ordor to prevent veesols coming in from 
plague infected porta. Rothaohild & Co., 
representing tho Elisa, have appoalud to tho 
collector of customs and secrotury of the 
treasury to remit tho fino, for tho reason 
that tho maator called at the consulate be- 
fore sailing and asked for a bill of health 
and was informed thab ib was not necessary.

AFRICAN COLONIZATION. 

Discussion at the International (ien(rraphieiil 
Congress-Various Schemes Presented— 
11. M. Stanley's Opinion. 

London, July 31. — Tho question "To 
what oxtont is tropical Africa tuited for de- 
velopment by tho white races or undor 
their superintendence ! " was dlsouBBed 
by tho International Geographical Con- 
gress to-day. Papere were road by Sir 
John Kirk, tho naturalist, who was attach- 
ed to Dr. Livingstone's Becnnd African ex- 
pedition, Captain F. D Lugard and Slatin 
PaBha, who escaped last winter from 
Omduraman, where ho was for a 
number of years a prisonor of 
tho MahdiBtB. Sir John Kirk advocated 
the introduction of small colonieB of Hritlsh 
Indians Into tho tropical parts of Africa. 
Captain Lugard, on the other hand, argued 
that tho BrltlBh Indians wero of no value as 
skilled artisans ; Europeans, he thought, 
would develop the country and at tho same 
timo preserve the forests. Honry M. Stan- 
ley declarod that he knew of no intention to 
colonizo any part of Central Africa.
